December 28, 1999 as WO 01/48335. 

6. Any abandonment was purely unintentional. 

7. To the extent a terminal disclaimer would be needed, the Inventors will make any such 
necessary disclaimer. 

The Inventors respectfully request the petition be granted and the filing date be 
maintained as December 26, 2000 for the utility application and the pending examination 
continue.
